2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 -1 8 
are considered allowable over the prior art because none of the references of record 
alone or in combination suggest, disclose, or teach an apparatus and method for video 
filtering of an input as corrupted by unknown noise comprising generating a motion- 
compensated video; spatiotemporally filtering the video; estimating a standard 
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deviation; estimating a scale factor; and iterating the steps using the scale factor to 
generate the motion-compensated video sequence and using the estimated standard 
deviation to perform filtering until the value of the noise level approaches the unknown 
noise, whereby the noise level is then characterized by a finally determined scale factor 
and standard deviation all together as claimed. The closest prior art, Wang (6,281,942), 
discloses conventional video filtering, either singularly or in combination, fails to 
anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
